Mr. Seton pointed out that in 
the twelve months 3,916 animal stories had 
been printed in the magazines, the business 
and political types of story being left far 
behind. He declared that writers of ani- 
mal stories are doing incalculable good to 
the rising generation, and read a letter 
from a school-teacher in Schoharie County, New York, saying that 

her pupils never ran away from school to go fishing or hunting any 

more, as they preferred to remain in the school-room and read maga- 

‘ zine stories about animals. ‘This statement was greeted with tremen- 

<< dous cheers from the assembled writers.
